County Clerk Howard W. Lee re- 
ceived a telegram today from Gover- 
nor E. L. Philipp advising him to hold 
open the county registration lists for 
the army draft for a few days in or- 
der to accommodate any men between 
the ages of 21 to 30, both inclusive, 
who for any reason may have failed 
to register at the polling places on 
Tuesday. If there are any such men 
in Rock county they should not delay 
but appear at once before the county 
clerk and register. Governor Philipp's 
telegram -says: 
"Every effort should be made to get 
all to register who have not yet regis- 
tered. Be firm but lenient for a few 
days but get absolutely every. one 
registered. If you have any difficulty 
let me know at once." 
Mr. Lee stated today that he be- 
lieved there were few in Rock county 
who had not already registered.

ligence of. the company in supplying 
infected 
drinking water 
to Its em- 
ployes. This case was can-led to tho 
supreme court of the state, which held 
that any claim which the widow might 
have, would be under the compensa- 
tion act. 


Mrs. 
Vennen and Mrs. Hoist, the 
widow of the other mun who died, and 
flve of the men employed by the New- 
Dells Lumber company, who had con- 
tracthd typhoid fever, then filed appli- 
cation with 
the Industrial 
commis- 
sion for compensation. The commis- 
sion new finds that the typhoid lever 
in these cases was contracted through 
the drinking of infected -water 
sup- 
plied Irom the private system ma.in- 
taincd by the New Dells Lumber com- 
pany. It bases this finding upon the 
fact that there were no other cases 
of typhoid in Eau Claire at The time, 
and the faot that the water and milk 
used in the homes of these men was 
found not to be infected. On the oth- 
er hand, the water supplied 
by the 
lumb-jr company to its employes was 
polluted, because 
the intake pine of 
its private system was so located that 
river -water, contaminated by sewage, 
was -mixed with the water from

The soldiers from tlie Island 
are rescued by the "Nautilus" and with 
them the wild girl. 
"Capt. Nemo discovers she is his 
daughter, who was abducted at tbe 
time of his wife's tragic death. After 
this denouement. Capt. Nemo dies on 
Ills submarine. Hla burial in a grave- 
yard at the bottom of the sea is one of 
ihe most startling scenes ever filmed. 
"In "20,000 Leagues Under the Sea," 
we have a production that should live 
long as an educational institution. 
There is not a blush In the whole eight 
reels. It is a credit to the motion pic- 
ture industry and should go far in put- 
ting the great industry on a higher 
plane."
